resign and stand for re-election in 
the State on a platform opposed to 
the League of Nations. The idea ex- 
pressed by the backers of the resolu- 
tion was that the Senator could 
thereby obtain the referendum he 
as persisted in demanding. 

The Senator declared he could see 
nothing more than a joke in the 
legislators taking such an attitude 
toward him. He. dismissed the inci- 
dent with a wave of the hand and 
the assertion, “They cannot force 
me out of the party.” 

However, he clings to his voiced 
demand for a referendum on the 
league; only he wants a national 
referendum. His confession that he 
could be made to consider resigning 
came when he declared himself 
willi to be a-martyr along with 
the other thirty-eight. He suggested 
that all opponents of the league re- 
sign from the Senate. Such a catas- 
trophe, he declared, would force a 
referendum that would be country- 
wide and which he assured his 
friends would defeat any chance of 
the league covenant being ratified 
by the Senate. 

“Of the league, the Senator de- 
clared it would give foreign poli- 


‘|ticlang power over the destiny of the 


United States. Even our difficulties 
with Mexico would go before an Eu- 
ropean tribunal and Senator Reed 
Was certain this country would get 
the wo of any settlement made 
under such circumstances, He takes 
the position the United States has 
no friends in Europe, but that Mex- 
ico, Japan and others contro! the 
situation there. 

The Senator said he was giving 
most of his time at present to sav- 
ing the country from signing a 
world-peace coyenant. He declared 
his last few weeks in the Senate had 
been devoted to the league ques- 
tion and when it is remembered that 
Senator Reed has the reputation for 
speaking oftener and longer than 
any other Senator, it can be seen 

how much he has given for his 
salary. 

Reed is a member of four Senate 
investigating committees — Military, 
Naval, Sugar and Fuel, and get he 
found time to speak often and at 
length for W. R. Hearst’ when 
Hearst was being investigated by a 
fifth committee, the committee on 
German-brewery propaganda.

| AUSTRALIANS VALUE 
AMERICAN CAN SOLDIERS. 
(BY A. P. FOREIGN } 
SYDNEY (Australia) Jan. 15.— 


Australians have learned to appre- 
clate the value of the American sol- 


dier in the world war, according tv 


the late Lieut. Cecil Healy of the 
Australian Expeditionary Forces, an 
international swimming champion, 
killed last summer in France. Lieut, 
Healy, who was one of the , best 
swimmers in the world over the long 
and middle-distance courses, com- 


peted at the Olympic games in 
Stockholm, in a letter to a friend 
here he said: 


“Until America ranged herself 
definitely on our side, I entertained 
strong misgivings as to what the 
uitimate issue would be, but when 
the United States declared war, the 
Teutons’ chances of obtaining world 
domination vanished forever in my 
estimation. I at once ventured to 
prophesy amongst my coterie of 
friends that it would be Yankee 
brains, Yankee wealth and re- 


to stave off defeat. 

“To any group of soldiers that I 
happened to come upon In our camp 
that were discussing the Yankees, I 
told that I had made one of a bunch 
of athletes who left Auatialia to 
compete against Americans at the 
Olympic Games. We were con- 
vinced, I assured them, that the 
Yanks were all talk as Was sup- 
posed. But I explained that after 
we had had an opportunity of see- 
ing for ourselves what they could do 
in the way of organization, and had 
seen evidence of their shrewd and 
businesslike systems, and observed 
the fact that they were equipped 
with everything that brains could 
suggest and money buy; and mofe- 
over, had met them as man to man 
(in most instances receiving a sound 
trouncing at their hands) we began 
to regard them highly. 

“Hitimately we returned to Aus- 
tralia with the firm impression thet 
the Yank was about as worthy an 
adversary as would be met with in 
any hemisphere.” Lieut. Healy was 
killed In the Australians’ capture of 
Mont St. Quentin. 


STATISTICS TO SAVE 


MORE THAN WAR TOOK. 


OF MEN DUR- 
ING DRAFT EXPECTED TO | 
BE OF GREAT BENEFIT. —

WASHINGTON, March 11.—Vital 
statistics made available to the gov- 
érnment as a result of the selec- 
tive draft processes—expecially 
from the sctentific physical exami- 
nation of 3,208,446 men—will be 
the means of saving a hundred 
times as many lives as, were lost in 
the war in the opinion of Maj.-Gen. 
Enoch wder, Provost-Marshal- 
General. 

While ho attempt has been made 
as yet to study the Information de- 
rived from the physical examina- 
tion of registrants, a local board 
for Division No. 129, in New York 
City, has made an auspicious start 
through the careful indexing of the 
results obtained in 600 cases, with 
the view of turning these over to 
medical authorities for analysis. 
Already the figures seem to indicate 
that foreign-born  regis- 

trants were of lower physical 
standard than native-born. 

Of every 100 men called for serv- 
fee under the draft, examining of- 
ficials found 2.76 per cent. were 
suffering from defects which could 
be remedied entirely ff the appli- 
cants submitted to a short and eim- 
ple course. The original plan of

RHINELAND PRICES. 
WILL REMAIN HIGH.

COBLENZ, Feb. 16.—It will be 
many years before prices in the 
Rhineland will et to a pre-war 
level, according German econ- 
omists, a view ase by officers of 
the Third Army of Occupation, who 
have been detailed to study the sit- 
vation. Since the armistice was 
signed there has been a general in- 
crease in prices with but few excep- 
tions to show a downward trend. 

In certain classes of the popula- 
tion there was a hazy notion that a 
sudden fall in the prices of afi 
necessaries would take place at the 
end of the war. It appeared to be 
based on nothing more than an im- 
pression that conditions in the com- 
ing peace time would be practically 
identical with those before the war, 
and buyers of finished iron products 
such as machinery, hardware, field 
and garden implements and stee! wire 
have not placed their order. A conse- 
quence has been a hesitancy on the 
part of manufacturers to make the 
effort to reach their old marks o*” 
production, incidentally leaving wun- 
employed thousands of 


soldiers. 
Reasons mn why lower prices 
are not to expected are the in- 


crease in the cost of raw materials, 
the higher wages demanded and the 
eight-hour day. 

Advances in the prices of coal. 
coke, steel, tron and lead were reg- 
istered on the first of the year, mak- 
ing it reasonably certain that stitf! 
higher prices will be charged for 
finished products, On account of the 
searcity of coal many factories re- 
main closed without sign of hes 
reopening. 


LONESOME AMERICAN 
OCCUPIES A CASTLE. 


DIEUT. JOHN W. SCOTT, DE 
TROTT, IN SAME BUILDING 
"WITH A COUNT. 


COBLENZ, Feb. 17.—In a great 


| castle on a hill and with a count and 


countess and thelr four daughters 
as his nearest neighbors dwells to- 
day the lonesomest American jn all 
the occupied territory of Germany. 
He ig Lieut. John W. Scott of De- 
troit, commanding Co. K, Twentl- 
eighth infantry, on outpost duty at 
the “stepping-off”’ place of the 
Coblenzg bridgehead where it skirts a 
beautiful valley stretching away ‘to- 
ward Berlin. 

Just across the hallway from the 
aqparters of the Heutenant on the 
second floor of the castle, Count and 

puntess von Walderdort have been 
allowed to remain by courtesy of 
army officers. But the Germang keep 
to themselves, looking upon the 
Americans as invaders, and an army 
anti-fraternization order prohibits 
Ideut. Scott from visiting them. 

“On the first floor of the castle 
fifty. American soldiers have their 
beds and meas and a iarge living- 
room, where they play cards and 
enjoy each’ others’ company a 
the long winter evenings, and tel 
of thet ar expériences, and of all 
the wonderful things they intend to 
do when they get home again. Lieut. 
Scott spends his evenings alone, de- 
vouring book after book. 

Visitors are few at this further- 
most outpost across the Rhine, twen- 
ty miles from Coblens. During the 
day the lieutenant makes hig rounds, 
visiting one sentinel after another, 
always alone. At the foot of the hill 
the castie of Molsberg

cion. The Villa followers numbered 
£00, and the Federal cavalry com- 
mand was approximately equal. The 
Villa men deployed, took up positions 
in adobe houses and behind corral 
walle and opened fire o the ad- 


vancing column, which up po- 
sitions on the open plains. 
AMMUNITION RUNS LOW. 


The Villa force, from behind their 
crude fortifications, were gaining the 
advantage, according to the military 
messages, when the ammunition 
supply of Villa's men became low, 
and Lopes ordered a charge, which 
he and his chiefs led in person, in 
the hope of routing the Federals and 
capturing four muleloads of - 
munition and machine guns. /In- 
stead, the machine guns, concealed 
behind rocks, opened fire and swept 
the front ranks of the advancing 
foree, turning them on the right 
flank and repulsing the command. 
Forty-seven bodies were found on 
the field, including the four which 
were later reported to have been 
identified by civilians from La As- 
cencion as those of Lopez and his 
three chiefs. These were taken to 
La Ascencion in a wagon. 

Zuazua left here last week 
for Nuevas Casas Grandes, and took 
the fleld Monday after the Ameri- 
can State Department'had requested 
the Mexican government to make 
an effort to obtain the release of the 
three Mormons and “Bunk” Spencer, 
American ranch foreman of the 
Ojites ranches, who were then be- 
ine held by two Villa bands.

{RRIGATION PROJECT IN SNAKE 
RIVER VALLEY BACKED BY 
IDAHO INTERESTS.

POCATELLO (Idaho) March 13.— 
An ambitious and far-reaching proj- 
ect in irrigation and water conzer- 
vation is presented im the plan of 
the Snake River Development Asso- 
ciation. It involves the reclamation 
of 1,200.000 acres of dry lands in 
what is known as the West district 
of the Upper Snake River Valley, or 
on the “desert.” 

It is part of what. was once 
known as the old Dubois project, 
abandoned before it was fairly start- 
ed, under the supervision of the Fed- 
eral government and would amplify 
the government's project by a vast 
acreage. 

Business men, farmers and other 
individuals of the towns of Idaho 
Falis, Blackfoot, Dubois and other 
communities have organized for the 
purpose of inducing the Federal 
agencies to again go ahead with the 
Plan and to induce the increase of

The projectors of the plan have 
conceived the notion that by storing 
the waste or flood waters, or even 
the seepage of the rivers early in 
the season, or turning it loose on the 
desert, that it will be subject later for 
the yery practical term the “return 
flow” and appear about the time it 
ils required for irrigation. Reservoirs 
could be utilized for impounding 
much of ft. The balance could be 
stored in the Snake River plains for 
long periods, and eventually would 
find its way to the river level and 
turned Into the canal systems. 

The appropriation is required for 
the construction of necessary canals 
: in addition to those existing, and for

reservoirs. The additional land made 
available for settlement would ap- 
proximate over a half million acres 
more than the government estimate 
of several years ago. 

The Dubois project extends from 
the foot of the Bitter Root Moun- 
tains, Montana, to the central part 
of Bingham county, and to the re- 
gion below Mackay, Idaho.

BOMB MURDER CLEW FOUND 


Papers Wrapped with I.W.W. Literature 


OAKLAND, March ‘24.—Papers 
found today in an empty boxcar at 
Tracy, Cal., south of this city, have 
given the police their first definite 
clew in their investigation into the 
death of Mrs. George D. Green- 
wood, killed by a bomb explosion 
in the yard of her home here last 
Tuesday night. 

These papers, the police said, con- 
tained in writing the ‘names of 
George D. Greenwood, San Francis- 
co banker, husband of tho murdered 
woman, and other pron:inent resi- 
dents here. 

The new evidence was turned 
over to the authorities tonight by 
Daniel O'Connell, chief special agent 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company. According to the police, 
the papers were found by a rail- 
road special officer. 

The officer reported he found the 
papers wrapped with Iiterature of 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
in a bundle of clothing. 

' Mrs. Greenwood held a party at 
her home the day before she was 
killed. The olice advanced the 
theory that the person or persons 
responsible for the tragedy had de- 
clded the party would be an op- 
portune time to explode the bomb 
énd intimidate Mrs. Greerwood and 
her guests. thereby paving the way 
for additional demands for money.

“This is one of the most conetruc- 
tive campaigns yet undertaken,” 
said Charles Lathrop Pack, presi- 
dent of the National Garden Com- 
mission, today. “Do not forget that 
the garden produces something be- 
sides food. It produces thrift, so 
important to the nation at this time. 
Then, too, it means contented work- 
ers everywhere. e man with a 
Victory garden realizes the value of 
a home and he knows the value of 
making regular trips to the bank. 
Then, too, the Incentive to get out 
in the open and speak the English 
language is of tremendous value. 
“The banks of the country know 
the home food producer for a good 
customer and @ good citizen. The 
time to begin making that citizen- 
ship is when the citizen is new. 
The best antidote for Bolshevik doc- 
trine is the production of food.” 
Pp. S. Ridsdale, secretary of the 
National War Garden Commission, 
has just returned from Europe, 
where he spent three months study- 
ing the home _ food production 
plans. He points out that every~- 
thing possible must be done in the 
United States to produce food for 
home consumption in. order _ that 
other foodstuffs can be sifipped 
abroad.

The Savannah was built at New 
York City and was launched on Au- 
gust 22, 1818. She was mastered 
by the two Rogers — Capt. Moses 
Rogers being the commander, and 
Captain Stevens Rogers, the sailing 
master. The vessel left New York 
City, March 28, 18198, and arrived 
in this city for the first time on 
April 12, 1819.

Everything went well until 
June 17, when the vessel was 
stopped by the British cutter Kite, 
whose commander thought the Sa- 
vannah wes on fire and _ stopped 
her to assist in fighting the flames. 

e vessel was stopped outside 
Liverpool by an English sloop of 
war, whose commander wished the 
American vessel to display the 
British colors above its-own. Capt. 
Rogers refused and threatened the 
British officer with a boiling water 
bath if he did not leave the ship. 
He immediately left. 

The Savannah docked in Liverpool 
on June 20, after completing the 
voyage In twenty-nine days and 
eleven hours. The engines were 
used only eighteen days on the trip. 

The entrance of the Savannah 
under full steam caused excitement 
in Liverpool, and while the vessel 
remained in port it was the center 
of interest. The Savannah then 
proceeded to Stockholm, and on 
September 18, arrived at St. Peters- 
burg (now Petrograd,) where she 
was inepected by the American and 
foreign ministers and the nobility. 

The ship left St. Petersbure on 
September 29, 1819, and arrived in 
Savannah on November 30, after 
an absence of 192 days. 

This was the figst and last trip 
of the Savannah across the Atlantic. 
Afterward her engines were fre- 
moved and she was used as a sail- 
ing vessel between New York and 
Savannah. She was wrecked off 
Long Island in 1821. 


TWO FRENCH SOLDIERS 
HIDDEN FOUR YEARS.

PARIS, Feb. 10.—The adventures 
of two French stragglers, Sergt. 
Lesquern and Private Levesque, 
who, becoming separated from their 
units after the battle of Charlerol, 
remained tn hiding for more than 
four years in German occupted ter- 
ritory are told in the newspaper La 
Victoire. In the early days of the 
war, civiliang helped the two sol- 
diers, but as the German domina- 
tion became weightier, they took to 
the woods. 

They made their home in the 
forest of Sapogne in the vicinity of 
Sedan. Their dwelling was dug- 
out 50 concealed that it was never 
discovered, although the forest 
which harbors wild boar and other 
game was a favorite hunting ground 
for German officers. The ench 
stragglers lived on wild animals, 
hare and other game. One German 
who ventured Into too close proxi- 
mity of their dugout is also buried 
where he fell. 


They made one attempt to escape] 


in 1915, but on the Dutch frontier 
they were shot at by the German 
sentries and the sergeant was 
wounded, so the two of them re- 
turned to their forest. The severe 
winter of 1916 brought them terrible 
siifferings. They were snowed in 
and almost starved. 

They owe their liveseto an old Bel- 
gian poacher and smuggler who, 
throughout all the years of their 
adventures, helped them with pro- 
visions. They are now in a French 
hospital recovering from the effects 
of their privations.

Seed catalogues, magazines and the 
neighbours offer a perplexing va- 
riety of suggestions. 

Avoid fancy, odd and unknown 
vegeta bies. Avoid those that are 
Rmown to’ be difficult to grow and 
those that require a lot of room— 


unless You happen to have a lot of 
room. In a word, be a conserva- 
tive, and stick to the well-known 
best-growers. This ts the timely 
"n@vice of certain experts at the De- 
partment of Agricufture who were 
consulted concerning the new vege- 
tables which are always put forward 
in the epring. 

Opposite the familiar red tomato 
on the inside cover of your favorite 
maegasgine are the latest creations of 
atientific agriculture, sucn as the 
rat tall radish and the purple fiow- 
ering onion, depicted in all their 
giory in six colors. The amateur 
gargener, or even the veteran of 
years, is impressed. The homely 
potato is forgotten. The lure of 
the novelty is hard to resist. 

ARTISTIC TRIUMPH. 

Thoughtfully the gardener turns 
the page and reads about a bean 
which Jack must have saved from 
the bean stalk episode. It is a 
triumph of pictorial art at least, 
this giant bean which will grow 
bushes of beans, on a single stalk, 
and supply a whole family for a 
year. It seems etrange that Hoover 
has mot discovered this magic bean 
and @nded the food shortage in Eu- 

in a week. 

e gardener is often further be- 
wiidered at this season by learning 
of interesting foreign plants grow- 
ing triumphantiy in somebody's 
back yard. Udo, the Japanese 
eauivaient for celery, has a number 
ef times been exploited as a practi- 
cal home garden crop that “van be 
grown successfuliy from Maine to 
One year many back 
yard farmers were temporarily con- 
verted to the cultivation of truffles. 
You may succeed with any of these 
things, but the chances are @ hun- 
Gred to one you won't. 

Not only are freaks and fads to 
be avoided, according to the ex- 
Dperte, but also these vegetables 
which are hard to grow. They say, 


‘for instance, that there is not much 


chance for amateurs to produce a 
good asparagus bed, or to mature a 
crop of cantaloupes. 


TEMPERMENTAL. 
Pancy vegetables are tempera- 
mental; s0 also is the average 


amateur cardener. The combina- 
tien is not often successful, for in- 
experienced enthusiasm and spas- 
modic bursts of energy are not 
conducive to success with the more 
exacting plants. 

Pancy vegetables and new 4is- 
eoveries are attractive, and the 
@mateur farmer is inclined to try 
anything once. The danger is that 
long struggle with an aspuragus 
bed that finally yields tough aspara- 
gus, if any at all, is apt to discour- 
age the bravest amateur, so that he 
will never try his luck at gardening 
again. A long Ilist of attractive 
heedoos could be compiled by any 
emperienced gardener, but every 
nevice has visions of home grown 
wWatermetons or cantaloupes, two 
especially difficult plants for the be- 
ginfier to grow. 

The small scale gardener is rec- 
ommended by the Department of 
Agriculture to concentrate on bet- 
ter seed Here is where gardening 
requires fine judgment. Other- 
wise, the gardener is taken in by 
Gescriptions of imprgved varieties 
Where improvements chiefly 
imaginary. When asked about this, 
the Department of Agriculture sug- 
gested that the more extravagant 
the promises, the less likely they 
aie to be fulfilied. 

“A MAGIC BERRY. 

“One year.” sail « department 
“a new 
Berry was widely and ex- 
travagaentiy advertised as easy to 
grow, delicious, and especially fine 
for making pies. A great many peo- 
fell for the discovery, which 
pened to be « weed. It could 
be cooked and used for pie filling, of 
course, but it was no rival of the 
standard berries as to favor. It 
was a little harder to exterminate 

thet weed than to cultivate it.” 

By way of pepeiawetive | advice to 
the home gardener, the Department 
of Agriculture says: “Plant your 
back yard patch to the best advan- 

” Tf you have only a 10x14 lot, 
Gon't try a row of corn, two rows 
of potatoes and a few pumpkins. 
Corn is a fine thing for the home 
garden-—if you have space enough 
to plant a large number of hilis so 
that poillenation will be 
A short row of corn that wili feed 
the family with a poor grade of 
grain on three occasions is a bad 
investment.. Better buy corn from 
the grocer if your patch is very 
small. 

The same thing is true of 


peas. 
- A 189-foot row planted in peas will 


produce enough for only twenty-five 
individual meais, whereas the same 
land in beets, carrots, or beans will 
yield a crop of much greater food 
value. Still, the gardener usually 
likes the sensation of eating peas 
fresh from his own garden patch, so 
peas are included in the list of ad- 
visable crops. 

POTATOES NEED ROOM. 

Irish potatoes are yet another crop 
Whien are worth the trouble of rais- 
img Oniy if you give enough space 
for them. They are, however, suf- 
ficientiy valuable to be allotted their 
of ground. The Irish poetato 
Yields about 150 or 160 bushels to 
an acre. On a twentieth of an acre 
of ground eight bushels can be 
faised——a little more than enough 
to supply two people for a year. 

The average city garden is about 
30x60 feet. though many patches are 
planted on a 10x20, or even smaller 


lot. For such lots, the following 
crops are recommended by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. first 


eight best growers are beans, car- 
rots, parsnips, saisify, turnips, to- 
matoes, ietiuce and radishes. For 
vecond choice are onions (not plant- 
ed from seged,) spinach, kale, cab- 
bage, potatoes, peas, and Swiss 
chard. 

Variety can be obtained in a small 
garden by planting an early crop of 
peas, beans, potatoes and cabbage, 
to be followed later by beets, beans, 
celery and spinach, egetables that 
require more time for growing can 
be planted in another part of the 
garden. There is no argument 
against the home gardener trying his 
luek with a fancy vegetable or two 
if he hag the inclination and a lit- 
tle extra space. The Department of 
Agriculture's warning is to garden- 
ers Who aspire to raise all their fa- 
vorite dishes in a small patch of 
Indifferent soil. 

While you stock up seed for the 
garden patch, the department sug- 
gests that a bean vine on the back, 
or front, porch is a practical orna- 
ment. 

Agriculturists prophesy that the 
American people have awakened 
permanentiy to the advantages of 
the home garden. Many people had 

resh vegetables regularly on their 
tables last year for the first time in 
their lives.

INDIAN VANISHING 
ALL TOO RAPIDLY. 


ETHNOLOGISTS HAVE MUCH TO 
LEARN FROM DISAPPEAR- 
ING RED MEN. 


The Indian ig disappearing. The 
grand totals of the next census will 
mot give this impression. On the 
contrary, they will indicate the op- 
Posite. The explanation is of 
course, that while the pure bloods 
are dying and leaving no successors, 
those of mixed blood are more than 


holding thelr own. The minglin 
Indians with those of athar 
has progressed to an extent that 


surprises even persons who h 
been studying them for man eam, 
In most localities,” Dr. rdlicka 


of the National Museum ecla 
“the full-bloods of pure 
rapidiy disappearing and in a con- 
siderable proportion of the tribes 
have me actually extinct or are 
on the Be ary of extinction.” He 
wo remarkable exa 
is of the Shawnee, 
large tribe of considerable histori- 
Cal importance. A “gtowing neces- 
sity in American anthropology” has 
been to determine the physica] 
type of members of this tribe. No 
great difficulty was apprehended in 


the task, as the tribe is maar a 
Sented and counts 
bloods.” 

Inquiry, however, showed that 


these were generally a mixture of 
Shawnee and some other tribe, as 
the Oneidas. In the end, just three 
individuals were found who could 
not be proved not to be pure Shaw- 
nee. Two of the three were brother 
and sister, and all were nearly, if 
not quite, 70 years old. Among the 
Kickapoos one woman was found, 
of middie age, who was believed to 
be full-blooded, but the facts are 
not absolutely certain. 

Well, the reader will ask, what is 
the difference? The Indian was 
bound to go; 
that he has lasted as long as he has. 
Science, however, unfeeling though 
it is supposed to be, does not con- 
template the disappearance of two 
tribes of Indians unmoved. With 
their going knowledge, too, has van- 
ished. The work of the ethnologist 
ig immensely increased by their loss. 
Realization of how fast they were 
going would have enabled him to 
gather information that may now 
never be ours. The warning has not 
been in vain, and the government 
experts are exerting themselves to 
gave what records may be obtained 
from the lips of Indlans to whom 
have been handed down, orally, of 
course, the tradition of their tribe. 

It would be hard to say whether 
the methods or the results of this 
effort are the more interesting. A 
hint of both is given fn the last re- 
port of the secretary of the Smith- 
sonian Institution. One investigator 
visited the Osage reservation last 
year for the purpose of completing 
his investigations of the tattooing 
rite. He obtained twenty-two of the 
“wi-gi-es,”” or reciter parts, from one 
man during a continuous sitting of 
two days — “a remarkable feat of 
memorizing.” 

The transcription of fourteen of 
these “wi-gi-es” covers 100 pages of 
hand-written manuacript. ach of 
the entine twenty-two belongs to a 
genus of the tribe, the male mem- 
bers of which recite it at an initia- 
tion into the mysteries of rite, or at 
the ceremony of the actual tattoo- 
ing. They are all recited simulta- 
neously, the resulting volume of 
sound being “like that of a respon- 
sive reading in a church, with the 
difference that the iting is not in 
unison, as each man tes for him- 
self independently of the others.” 
It is a pity that this unique recita- 
tion has not been caught by the 

phonograph. Comparison of it with 
the individual studying aloud: by our 
grandfathers, similarly caught, might 
yield surprising results! Mr. Bryan, 
in the light of some of these rec- 
ords, appears a most belated per- 
former. Recitation by some of the 
Iroquois reveals the initiative, refer- 
endum, recall, woman suffrage (lim- 
ited to mothers,) and a full-fledged 
colonial policy in the vision of their 


chiefs. Indeed, ese leaders had 
pro to the point, in theory, 
at least, of allowing the men no 


voice at all in the body that nomi- 
nated the chiefs. Memory has its 
drawbacks, and it was found that 
the recollection of persons who had 
the reputation of being authorities 
differed in regard to “some of the 
most important details of the struc- 
ture and working apparatus of’— 
what does the reader suppose?—a 
league of nations! This was, of 
eourse, the famous Five, later Six, 
Nations of the Iroquois. 

Such facts as these are not ob- 
tained without arousing a not alto- 
gether friendly curiosity among the 
Indians. The “wi-gi-es” relating ty 
the traditions of the tribes are sa- 
cred, owing to their religious char- 
acter. Their recitation for the mere 
purpose of entertaining the politely 
insistent white Man must seem to 
the Indians very much like what a 
recitation of the Lord's prayer tnto 
a phonograph would have seemed to 
the Puritans. 

The death of several members of 
a tribe during the time when their 
rites were being studied in this un- 
conventional way did not make the 
task of the investigators easier. But 
the main difficulcy is either in find- 
ing a reciter or in getting hold of a 
competent interpreter. A term fre- 
quentiy used In one recitation was 
“We' dwenna'’kera danyon.” This 
would seem to the ordinary person 
to rreeent no problem. The Iiteral 
meaning is “We have made types 
(or symbols) of things.”

BRITAIN’S NEW ARMY 
RAPIDLY RECRUITED. 


RECENT WAR-WEARY MEN 
FLOCK BACK TO COLORS AND 
EASY LIFE IN CAMP. 


(BY A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 

LONDON, Feb. 28.—Thousands of 
the British army who recently be- 
Came 60 war weary that they open- 
ly threatened mutiny unless. they 
were soon discharged, have turned 
about face and are volunteering for 


the new army, according to the mili- 

tary authorities, who assert that they 

are satisfied that there wil] be little 

difficulty in securing the $00,000 men 

who will do Great Britain's share 

in safeguarding the peace the Allies 
ve won. 

The causes said to have sent the 
men flocking back to the colors are 
the unexpectedly large war bonus _of- 
fered to men who “take on” and the 
acute industrial situation. The first 
factor has been of prime importance 
in the case of boys from 18 to 31. 
who have been two or more years 
already in the army, and who have 
no trade to fall back upon in ci- 
villian life. In the new army they 
will be fed, clothed and sheltered 
and draw a minimum of about $6 a 
week as pocket money. They have 
quickly awakened to the realization 
that there is no such prospect await- 
ing them on a return to “‘civvies.”’ 

The industrial upheaval plays the 
main part in the decision of the old- 
er men. In the first rush of de- 
mobilization no man was permitted 
to go who had nota definite offer 
of employment. The government did 
all in its power to make certain that 
such offers were bona fide, but in 
spite of every precaution, thousands 
of men got their release on bogus 
papers. These men soon found them- 
Selves in an unenviable position. 
They could not get work, and they 
faced some very uncomfortable in- 
quiries if they applied for the out- 
of-work pay provided for those who 
are idie through no fault of their 
own. The recruiting sergeant waa 
@n easy road out of their troubles, 
and that astute individual, whe 
draws a bonus for each recruit, was 
not blind to his opportunities. 

A third factor of minor, but real, 
importance is the fact that numbers 
of men who have been home on lib- 
eral leave since the armistice was 
signed have discovered that they are 
not nearly so happy out of khaki ase 
they imagined they would be. They 
frankly admit that they miss the 
companionship of the army, the lack 
of responsibility and the easy hours. 
Now that the war is over, the army 
is resting on its laurels and in the 
great camps around Engiand “work” 
ie confined to one hour's parade a 
day with football games, paper 
chases and other sports to fill tn the 
remainder of the time. That is a con- 
siderable contrast to eight or nine 
hours of monotonous toil In a shep 
or factory. | 

The army authorities have not so” 
far made public any figures on re- 
cruiting, but some indication is of- 
fered by the experience of two bat- 
talions in one of the largest camps 
in the south of England. In one unit, 
where all the men had seen service 
overseas, more than 200 re-enlisted 
In less than two weeks. In the other 
an “A4é” battalion, made up of boys 
under military age, more than %00 
took the oath in the same period, a 
large number for the regulation pe- 
riod of twelve years.

MEN OF INTELLECT 
ARE WAR’S VICTIMS. 


THOUSANDS OF FRENCH EDU. 
CATORS AND STUDENTS DIE 
ON BATTLEFIELD.

PARIS, Feb. 28.—That French in- 
tellectual classes have paid in lives 
to a fearful extent in the war was. 
disclosed in the casualty returns now 
being analyzed according to pro- 
fessions is stated in the Paria jour- 
nal Intransigeant. The records show 
that 6227 Frenchmen prominently 
engaged in educational pursuits have 
been killed on the battlefield. | 

Paris alone, the paper adds, has 
lost 3878 students of different uni- 
versities and colleges, besides 3850 
journalists and men of letters. The 
figures for pfovincial France are 
not yét available, but they are said 
to be very large. 

Since August 2,. 1914, most of 
France’s great educational institu- 
tions have been practically closed 
down, only a few elderly professors 
and a limited number of younger 
men, physically unfit for military 
service, remaining to keep the lamp 
of knowledge burning. 

To repopulate universities and col- 
leges without delay, is, in the view 
of the authorities, imperative if 
France is to remain in the forefront 
of intellectual life. M. Laffere, Min- 
iater of Public Instruction, promises 
epecial facilities for students “as 
soon as they are demobilized,” but 
the machinery »%y which men are 
returned to civilian life is working 
very slowly. 

L’Eclair, another Paris daily pa- 
per, in an editorial demands quick- 
er methods. It says that French 
culture is in danger of losing its 
leading position if the process of 
rong the teaching elements back 
into their proper epheres of activi- 
ty is not at once accelerated. High 
cost of living, and the very humar? 
desire on the part of demobilized 
professional men to secure the best 
possible livelihood, it says, is rapid- 
ly leading to an acute crisis in the 
teaching world. The paper advo- 
cates a scheme by which the erill 
mobilised professors and students 
should be enabled to resume their 
lectures and studies at once at the 
universities and colleges of Lille. 
Nancy, Strasbourg and other centers 
of learning in the northern and 
northeastern parts of France and in 
Alsace-Lorraine, if they cannot be 
sent back to their homes.

ISN'T GUILTY. 


Charge: Obiciale 
Dismissed by Court. 


Judge Finds Case Similar to 
Azusa Prosecution. 


Attack gn Gandier Law may 


Follow Judgment. 

Declaring that the evidence given 
in the liquor case against the Union 
League Club which resulted follow- 
ing a raid by the police and the 
seizure of a large amount of liquor 
last December, was in his mind the 
same as that advanced in the fa- 
mous Luera case of Azusa, Police 
Judge Alfred MacDonald of Venice, 
sitting in Police Judge Richardson's 
court erday found the Union 
League Club not guilty of selling and 
dispersing laquor. 

Judge MacDonald also stated in 
his remarks that “no proof showing 
that knowledge of the fact that 
liquor was in the clubrooms was 
brought home to the club officials,” 
and that knowledge of the liquor in 


iquestion was only had by bartenders 


at the club, The ownership of the 
liquor, according to the judge, was 
not established by the testimony 
given by the witnesses. 
. THRUST AT GANDIER LAW. 
The Luera case in Azusa, which 
was fought to the District Court of 
Appeal, was the outcome of an ar- 
reat made under an Azusa city 
ordinance which rules against the 
possession of liquor by any ‘one for 


declared un- 
constitutional. 

The case against the Union 
League Club was the outcome of a 
raid made by the police last De- 
cember. Hard lNMquor in a large 
amount was seized by the police, and 
it was alleged that the club was 
selling liquor. The bottles seized were 
marked with the owners’ names and 
were alleged to be “private bottles.”’ 
According to officials of the City 
Prosecutor's office the verdict of not 
guilty in the Union League case wil) 
not stop prosecutions under the Gan- 
Gier liquor ordinance, but the verdict
